1. WE DISCUSSED ISSUES AT 29TH UNGA WITH FONMIN DIRECTOR 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION AFFAIRS (BAUWENS) AUGUST 30 PER 
REF A. AS OUTLINED BAUWENS, BELGIAN VIEWS ON ISSUES 
GENERALLY CONVERGE WITH THOSE OF USG. OF PARTICULAR NOTE, GOB 
AGREES WITH US APPROACH TO KOREAN AND KHMER CREDENTIALS PROBLEMS. 

2. ON STEAMROLLER TACTICS, BAUWENS AGREED THAT EFFORT MUST 
BE MADE TO CURB ABUSES. HE NOTED, HOWEVER, THAT IN SOME 
INSTANCES CONSENSUS APPROACH IS USEFUL TO WEST. HE POINTED OUT 
THAT IT IS PARTICULARLY IMPORTANT FOR WESTERN DELEGATIONS TO 
CONSULT ON ISSUES TO DETERMINE WHETHER THEY CAN REACH COMMON 
GROUND BEFORE TAKING STANDS ON PROPOSALS OF NONALIGNED AND LDC'S. 
IF JOINT STAND NOT POSSIBLE, OVERALL CONSENSUS MAY BE BEST 
SOLUTION. 

3. BAUWENS ALSO REQUESTED INFORMATION AND US VIEWS ON 
SOVIET-SPONSORED AGENDA ITEM A/9702, WHICH CALLS FOR 
PREVENTION OF MILITARY AND OTHER ACTIONS WHICH WOULD HAVE 
EFFECTS ON ENVIRONMENT INCOMPATIBLE WITH HUMAN WELL-BEING. 
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SOVIETS, HE SAID, POINT OUT THAT WORDING OF ITEM IS SIMILAR 
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TO NIXON-BREZHNEV COMMUNIQUE OF JULY 3, 1974. PLEASE ADVISE.
